ITS CULTURAL 
POSSIBILITIES 

Next autumn, after the 
formal dedication of the new 
Bingham Hall, Gould Acad- 
emy will officially find itself 
possessing as fine an auditor- 
ium as is owned by any school 
of its size in the country. 
Prom this point on the only 
problem will be what the for- 
midable structure will be 
used for. Certainly Gould's 
slim program of plays and 
musical presentations does 
not justify the construction 
of such an expensive build- 
ing. The old Bingham Gym 
was quite adequate in spite 
of its many shortcomings to 
accomodate this program. In 
fact, the new Hall has met 
with sharp, even bitter, criti- 
cism from people who believe 
that their Alma Mater would 
have been wiser to have plac- 
ed its investment in better 
classroom and library facil- 
ities. 

Although the point of these 
people is a good one and 
plainly seen, from another 
viewpoint a shining new aud- 
itorium is just as valuable — 
perhaps more so — as new 
books, classrooms, and edu- 
cational equipment. This is 
from the viewpoint of cul- 
ture. 

Gould Academy today is a 
cultural vacuum; her stu- 
dents care little for art Gre- 
cian culture, philosophy ; 
they scorn music as “long- 
haired” unless it comes from 
a Broadway hit or unless it 
is mashed potatoable — i. e., 
a form of body movement 
some people call dancing. In 
short, Gould needs a cultural 
awakening. 

Bingham Hall is just the 
stimulus which this school 
needs in order to effect this 
tfmall - scale enlightenment. 
’With the equipment in the 
Hall at Culture’s disposal, 
opportunities are almost end- 
less. 


MR. VACHON’S TRIP 

During the winter months 
Gould’s headmaster, Edmond 
Vaehon, was honored with 
the chance to tour Great Bri- 
tain and Scandinavia among 
a group of twenty secondary 
school administrators. This 
group was selected from near- 
ly six hundred applicants 
from all over the United 
States by the State Depart- 
ment under the Fulbright- 
Hayes Act. 

The purpose of the pro- 
gram was to give the educa- 
tors a first-hand look at Eu- 
rope’s educational system so 
that they might become ac- 
quainted with a foreign phil- 
osophy of education at all 
levels. The final object is for 
each administrator to evalu- 
ate the systems of both Eu- 
rope and the United States 
in order to form a best-of- 
both philosophy. 

The group toured all over 
the British Isles and Scan- 
dinavia, visiting schools of 
all kinds and sizes from fam- 
ous universities like Oxford 
to small elementary and voca- 
tional schools. At each stop 
the group talked with foreign 
school administrators and 
took part in a series of sem- 
inars in which they discussed 
education. 

In making a comparison 


For a modest starter there 
is the possibility of holding 
small-scale symphony con- 
certs right on campus. The 
audio equipment of the audi- 
torium is so magnificent that 
the programs of such con- 
certs are only limited by the 
availability of a good record- 
ing. The Uhapman Club could 
take charge of such sessions, 
adding to them much-needed 
lessons in music appreciation. 

Another possibility is the 
broadening of Gould’s pre- 
sent yearly series of assembly 
programs. Such programs 
normally include memory ex- 
perts, commercial artists, and 
gyroscopic gymnasts — inter- 
esting, yes, but why not in- 
vite a college professor to our 
new Hall to give a lecture on 
the history of architecture, or 
Renaissunce art f 

A third idea is equally 
promising : make Bingham 
Hall available for all musi 
cals, dance recitals and oth- 
er shows presented in the 
good old town of Bethel If 
Gould Academy loans its 
prize possession with gener- 
osity, the result could only be 
widespread public approval. 
This wave 'of enthusiasm 
might even culminate in 
yearly series of Community 
Concerts, similar to Rum- 
ford’s (to which many towns- 
people and Chapman ‘Club 
members regularly commute). 

In conclusion, if Gould 
takes advantage of an excel- 
lent opportunity, the present 
cultural vacuum could easily 
be filled. This would more 
than prove the worth of 
building a new auditorium — 
proof of which will be dem 
onstrated ; when a Gould co- 
eder takes his girl to listen 
to Mozart instead of to a 
movie or dance. If this not- 
unattainable date eVer ar- 
rives, then the trustees of 
Gould Academy may be proud 
that they erected a suitable 
memorial to the memory of 
William Bingham II. 


of the European and Ameri- 
can educational systems. Mr.

BOOK REVIEW 

A book which is seen more 
and more recently in libra- 
ries and on desks is “Silent 
Spring” by Rachel Carson.

If the Bill of Rights con- 
tains no guarantee that a citi- 
zen shall be secure against 
lethal poisons distributed ei- 
ther by private individuals 
or by public officials, it is 
surely only because our fore- 
fathers, despite their consid- 
erable wisdom and foresight, 
could conceive of no such 
problem. 

“We need a Bill of Rights 
against the 20tli century poi- 
soners of the human race. 
The book is a call for im- 
mediate action and for effec- 
tive control of all merchants 
of poison.” 

This is the ringing chal- 
lenge of the book as it cries 
out for the cessation or at 
least the moderate use of poi- 
sonous insecticides. .

GOULD: MODERN EDUCATION? 

In February, I spent two days at Michigan State Uni- 
versity, and while there, I was lucky enough to gain a small 
perspective of what American secondary schools were doing 
along modern lines by talking with numbers of other high 
school seniors. 

And what is being done is amazing. With great success, 
high school students are being offered advanced work in 
special programs of study, enabling them to be really chal- 
lenged and stimulated with work which would have been 
left for college ten years ago. Programs such as independent 
study for qualified students under faculty guidance in all 
phases of study and advanced regular courses to permit stu- 
dents to earn college credits or prepare for waiver exams for 
college subjects are seen as truly necessary to truly develop 
the abilities of high school students. 

As students of Gould we are familiar with the great 
reputation which Gould reputedly has, but what develop- 
ments along modern lines has Gould, wKat modern pro- 
grams? There are merely two, Advanced English and Ad- 
vanced Physics, and these are not at all for the lower clas- 
ses. It is true that many of the students mentioned above 
come from larger schools, but if Gould can build gargantnnn 
buildings and mazes of asphalt walks, then she certainly 
ought to be able to dip into her pots of gold long enough to 
hire additional teachers, and I am most certain that there are 
enough students at Gould to make such programs necessary 
and feasible. 

It is these new, liberal ideas which are bringing the ex- 
citement and desire for education down from the colleges to 
secondary schools, 'which are introducing a new, progressive 
air into American secondary school education. To achieve 
this air, Gould will have to abandon her staid, conservative 
air of aloofness and enter a new age of American education.

I have had a chance to note 
the various clubs and organ- 
izations of other schools and 
have concluded -that the same 
names always appear on the 
staff of the paper and also at 
the head of several other 
committees.

There is a smaill corner of 
this school which holds fas- 
cinating treasures. Have you 
noticed it? On the third hall 
at the top of the front stair- 
way is a museum. It is not 
just any museum; it con- 
tain a history of the plot of 
ground on which you are 
standing right now and a 
history of the men who made 
this plot what it is. 

The mineral collection of 
Nathaniel True which fills 
two cabinets is in itself an 
entire course in mineralogy. 
90% of the many specimens 
come from Maine's abundant 
resources, most from those 
in this area. Samples of coal, 
iron, copper, quartz contain- 
ing gold specks, and beryl- 
lium which was so sought 
after during World War II 
are included. Arrowheads 
and fossils add variety to the 
collection. 

The next cabinet looks lake 
an ancient history. The brow- 
ser can almost picture Dan- 
iel Gould opening the door 
to draw out one of his (text- 
books or classics. A wiaitch, 
powder horn, precious docu- 
ments and pictures give a 
clear sketch of his life. 

The last cabinet, perhaps 
the most interesting, con- 
tains mainly a pidture-docu- 
menft history of the school 
itself. Included are pictures 
of an early Gould Academy 
Outing Club and a casrual 
group of 1906 football play- 
ers.

The 
century old Inn is famous 
for its hospitality and good 
food. Gould Academy has an 
international reputation as a 
preparatory school with a 
high scholastic standing and 
attractive buildings. 

Leaving Bethel on Rte. 2 
you will find the skiway a 
few miles on the left. The 
road in is good. There is am- 
ple parking and a cafeteria. 
The sun swathed observation 
deck is recommended for the 
non-skier. 

Should you find the snow 
gone at the cud of the ski 
season, your trip will not have 
been in vain. 

As covered bridges have a 
special appeal to young and 
old alike, turn left on the 
black road as you leave the 
skiway area and there a mile 
or so beyond is the Sunday 
River Bridge, a well-preserv- 
ed example of an open-sided 
covered bridge. Oamera en- 
thusiasts will want a shot 
iof this bridge with its unus- 
ually graceful lines. 

Returning to Kte. 2 you 
pick up the Androscoggin 
River as it winds its way 
through fields and pastures 
and follow it until you make 
a sharp left turn onto Rte. 5 
just beyond Hanover Village. 
As you drive along glance to 
your right and you may get 
a glimpse of a strange white 
domed object rising above the 
forest. It will be the newly- 
constructed satellite com- 
munications center just out- 
side Andover. 

As the outline of this mar- 
vel of the space age is lost 
from view, you are abruptly 
returned to the 19th century. 
On approaching South An- 
dover, watch closely for a 
sign on your right directing 
you to another covered 
bridge. This one, known as 
the Lovejoy Bridge, is quite 
different from the Sunday 
River as it is full-boarded on 
both sides.
